SPECIFICATIONS FOR DRUM PROCESS 
ASPHALT PLANT 


(A). SCOPE 

It Is the intent of these specifications to describe a fully automated con¬ 
tinuous drum type asphaltic concrete mixer of the conterflow design which 
produces a product without the need for external filtering units while 
meeting all applicable E.P.A. Standards and complying with "M3" District 
Regulations of the Fort Wayne Zoning Ordinance. 

CB>. GENERAL REQUIREMENTS 

The Asphalt Plant shall consist of a cold feed bin with belt feeders* bucket 
elevator, drum drier-mixer, burner system, holding hopper and bitumen 
storage tanks all more fully described herein. A superstructure with nec¬ 
essary catwalks shall be provided for aboveground operation of the drum 
drier-mixer and holding hopper.. All parts not specifically mentioned, 
which are necessary to provide a complete plant, shall be included In the 
bid and shall conform In strength and quality of materia! and workmanship 
to what is usually provided to the trade in general. 

(C). DESIGN 

The continuous drum type mixing plant shall be of the counterflow design. 
Thus, the aggregate and asphaltic binder shall enter the drum drier-mixer 
at the opposite end from the burner and shall travel toward the burner by 
a system of flights to their discharge point at the burner end. 

CD). CAPACITY 

The Plant shall be capable of producing forty (40) tons per hour of hot 
asphaltic concrete when removing five (5) percent surface moisture and 
raising the aggregate temperature two-hundred fifty (250) degrees F. 

The Plant shall be capable of producing eighty (80) tons per hour of cold 
asphaltic concrete, 

1. AGGREGATE FEEDER BIN 

The aggregate feeder bin shall have a capacity of not less than forty-five 
(45) tons and shall consist of three (3) feeder hopper compartments of not 
less than fifteen (15) tons capacity each. Each compartment shall not be 
less than ten (10) feet wide and not less than twelve (12) feet long. Each 
feeder hopper compartment shall be equipped with a manual sliding gate for 
adjustment of material thickness and a twenty-four (24) inch belt conveyor 
feeder driven by a three (3) horsepower electric motor fitted with electric 
remote control and A/C tachometer. The collecting conveyor belt shall not 
be less than thirty C30) Inches in width and shall be driven by a three (3) 
horsepower electric motor. Ail four electric motors shall be operated from 
central control panel proximate to all other plant controls.

2. COLD FEED ELEVATOR 


The aggregate shall be fed into the elevated drum drier-mixer by means of 
a centrifugal belt bucket elevator driven by an electric motor of not less 
than ten (10) horsepower. The buckets shall be constructed of abrasion 
resistant nylon. The elevator shall be capable of delivering, eighty (80) 
tons per hour of aggregate to a chute on the elevated drum drier-mixer 
approximately twenty-five (25) feet above ground level.

3. DRUM DRIER-MIXER 

The drum drier-mixer shall be a rotary inclined type of not less than fifty- 
four (54) inches in a diameter and not less than twenty (20) feet in length.'
